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KILLING THE CHINESE 



Two Thousand More Slain by 
the Japanese. 



FORT AND TOWN CAPTURED. 



For Four Hours a Fierce Battle Waged, 
but the Chinese Were Finally Defeated 
With a Heavy Loss While the Japanese 
Lost but Ninety Men— The Terms of 
Peace Agreed Upon. 

Yokohama, March 11.— On Thursday 
last the Japanese captured the count 
forts near Yinkow, the port for New- 
Chwang. The forts held out after the 
capture of Yinkow. 

On Saturday the first division of the 
Japanese army attacked a force of 10,- 
000 Chinese under General Sung nt 
Thien-Chwang-Tai. For four hours a 
fierce battle waged, but the Chinese 
were defeated after losing 2,000 killed or 
wounded. The Japanese loss was only 
W killed or wounded. 

General Nodzu, who succeeded Field 
Marshal Yaniagata in the command of 
the first Japanese army, has been pro- 
moted. 

Peace Treaty Heady to He Signed. 

New York, March 11.— A cable dis- 
patch to The World dated Tokio, Japan, 
March 10, says: China has been in- 
formed in general terms of the condi- 
tions upon which Japan will consent to 
peace. Japau has been notified that 
China is ready to accept these con- 
ditions and to sign a treaty. The cor- 
respondence by meant of which this 
agreement was arrived at was carried 
on through the United States to the 
two countries. Dun at Tokio, ^ind 
Denby at Pekiu. 

Japan Must Let Formosa Alone. 

Pakis, March 11.— The Figaro de- 
clares that neither France nor Great 
Britain will permit Japan to seize the 
Island of Foi niosa. 

ELOPEMENT LEADS TO MURDER. 

The Mnu Who Hid the Shouting Kxuner- 
ated by the Coroner's Jury. 

Unionvillr, Mo., March 11.— The 
elopement about a year ago of Al Todd, 
a nerro, with the daughter of City Mar- 
shal William Clark, white, led to mur- 
der early yesterday morning. The 
oonple returned Saturday to the 
woman's home to remain during her 
confinement. Upon the promise that 
odd would never uguin show himself 
lark told him to go as he did not want 
to give the case publicity. 

At a late hour Saturday night, how- 
ever, Todd went to Clark's home and 
called the latter up. Clark ordered him 
away, but instead of going he drew a 
revolver in a menacing manner, when 
Clark allot him. Todd ran about it 
block and led dead. At the inquest 
held yesterday the coroner's jury ex- 
onerated Clark. 

SWITCHMcN'S MUTUAL AID. 

A New Orgunizntioii Formed and Officers 
Klected. 

Chii'AUO, March 11.— The Switch- 
men's Mutual Aid association of which 
Charles Booty was elected president at 
the lust meeting met yesterday evening 
with 402 members present. The new 
constitution was adopted, the most im- 
portant features of which is the entire 
(.mission of anything which may be 
construed as countenancing strikes. 

The remaining offioes yet unfilled 
were provided for last night by the elec- 
tion of J. J. Carroll, treasurer; H. H. 
knmbold, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors; John Hestou and William 
Burnes, all of Chicago, members of the 
board of directors. The corresponding 
secretary, G. S. Cusack, is located at 
Chicago, in which city the headquarters 
of the order is located. 

READY BUILT AMERJCAN HOUSES. 

Earthquake* Have Created a Great De- 
mand For Them In Italy. 

Washington, March 11. — United 
States Consul Bruhl, at Catania, Italy, 
has discovered a fine market for ready 
built American frame houses of from 
two to five rooms, well braced, of low 
price. The recent and frequent earth- 
quakes in Sicily and Catalonia have de- 
stroyea or aamagea many ouumnps 
poorly braced to begin with, and after 
making inquiries to consul is convinced 
that the people would readily adopt the 
American structures as better calculated 
to reiist shock. 

A member of the royal earthquake 
commission hits interested himself in 
the subject, and the consul is anxious to 
obtain illustrated catalogues from the 
American manufacturers to lay before 
the commissi'm.

Mrs. Allen's body 
wan badly mutilated and she and her 
daughter were carried 800 feet on the 
engine pilot before the^rain could he 
stopped.

ROSE IN REBE LLION. 
Riot In the Illinois State Home For .1 n resile 
Female Offenders. 

Chicamo, March 11.— A riot broke 
leose in the Illinois state home for 
juvenile female offenders at 8114 Indi- 
ana avenue last night. Thirty four 
girls, ranging in years from 10 to 18, 
rose in rebellion against the matron, 
Mrs. A. M. Dayton. Mrs. Dayton and 
her assistants were powerless to control 
their charges and were assaulted mid 
compelled to shut themselves in rooms 
to escape their almost frenzied assail- 
ants, while the girls went through t he. 
house breaking furniture and windows 
and smashing crockery and everything 
they could lay their hands on. 

The police were summoned and re- 
stored order, which was no easy matter, 
as the ringleaders fought desperately. 
Four of the girls, supposed to be ring- 
leaders, were arrested. 

The trouble arose because of the 
punishment given by Matron Dayton to 
Mamie Davis, 16 years old, who is said 
by the attendants at the home to be 
among the inmates most hard to 
manage. 

According to the girls, however, the 
punishment meted out to the Davis girl 
served only a pretext for an upririUK 
which had been gathering for some 
time, and was dne to a great dissatisfac- 
tion among the girls over their treat 
ment in general, and particularly be- 
cause of a system of punishments, which 
included imprisonment in a dark room 
10 by 12 feet in size, the culprit being 
chained to the floor with a heavy chain, 
and idso a system of dieting, in which 
the offender was not allowed meat and 
was halt starved for a length of time, 
determined by the nuture of the offense 
charged against her. 

WERE ~N OT~ TAKE N ALIVE. 

Two llorsethieves Perish In a llurnin| 
Building Hither Than Surrender. 

Lirri.'K Rock, March 11.— A special 
from Enterprise, L T., says that a posst 
in pursuit of two men, who find stolen 
80 horses in the Choctaw nation, fol- 
lowed the thieves for three days, finally 
surrounding them 10 miles east of that 
place. The thieves refused to surrendei 
and kept np firiug, having dismounted 
from their horses and taken to the 
woods. 

The posse pressed them closely and 
the light was ke.pt up for two or three 
hours, both pursued and pursuers firing 
as rapidly as they could load their ro 
volvers. One of the posse, in trying tc 
head off the thieves, received a bullet in 
his arm, shattering it, ©ansim; him tc 
fall from his horse. Finally the rut.rt 
party massed and charged the two crim- 
inals, forciug them to take refuge just 
at the edge of the woods, in a cabin. 
Here the thieves barricaded themselves 
and defiantly proclaimed that they 
would not be taken alive. 

After repeated efforts to induce them 
to give up, the house was set on fire. 
Still the men inside refused to come out, 
although the roof was a mass of flames. 
They still threatened death to any of 
the posse, who ventured near. At last 
the Frame of the building fell in, bury- 
ing the desperadoes in the ruins, and 
they were roasted to death in the burn- 
iug building. 

HAZLtT SLOPE MINE FIRE. 

It Is Still RaglHg, Willi but Little Hope ol 
*ubdulag It. 

Hazi kton, Pa., March 11.— The worst 
mine lire in the anthracite region is now 
raging m the Hazle slope of the Lehigh 
Valley Coal company. When the fire 
broke out six weeks ago it was at first 
thought to be of little consequence. The 
slope was closed shortly afterward. 
Since then hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been spent in efforts to sub- 
due the. flames. The chances of getting 
the fire out in the next six weeks are 
dubious, and the probable loss of the 
company can not be estimated. The 
mine was the deepest operated by the 
company, and was one of the most valu- 
able, employing some 1.100 men. 

The destruction of this great colliery 
is not alone threatened now, but those 
adjoining it are imperilled. The sub- 
terranean openings connect the Hazle 
mines with three other valuable coal 
properties, and the effects of the fire are 
now being felt there. At the Laurel 
Hill colliery the mules have already 
been hoisted from the mines, owing to 
the high water and to keep that place 
from drowning out every effort is now 
being exerted. To remove the water 
alone from the mine will cost a snug 
fortune, and it is estimated that before 
the outbreak shall have been overcome 
|1 ,000,000 will have to be expended. 

Dead Negro Found In the Canal. 

Niauaka Faij*, March 11— The 
badly decomposed body of an old negro, 
disappearance has for some time been a 
mystery, was yesterday afternoon found 
in the hydraulic canal which runs 
through the city and which furnishes 
the larger part of the city's water supply. 
The drowuingis believed to have been 
purely accidental. A great number of 
cases of typhoid fever have developed tk* 
Niagara Falls of late, and the discover; 
of this body will probably lead to » 
thorough examination and cleaning out 
of the canal

Samuel Smith, aged 18 years, and 
George Leake, aged 31. both of South 
Lawrence, Mass., were drowned by the 
upsetting of a boat while gunning near

yesterday afternoon. Both bodies were 
recovered.

VOLCANO IN MEXICO 

The Peak of Orizaba in a State 
of Eruption. 

SUBTERRANEAN VIBRATIONS. 



The Earth Periodically Shaken For a Hun- 
dred M lies Around the Hunting Crater. 
The Cities of Cordoba, Orizaba, Kalapa 
and Dozens or Small Villages in Dancer 
of Heiug Destroyed. 

Cordoba, March 11.— The peak of 
Orizaba, an»aucient volcano, is in astute 
of eruption. The signs of disturbance 
began to manifest themselves last Sun- 
day night, and have increased in force 
constantly since that time. It is now 
vomiting poisonous cases, and thick 
volumes of smoke are ami tied from ICO 
apertures in its great maw. 

For the public saiety the governor of 
the state of Vera Orui will shortly 
name a commission of scientists to 
make all the investigstiou into the 
eruption possible, and to make reoonv 
mendations looking to the safety of the 
inhabitants of the ueighlsiriug villages. 
The present eruptiou is in the heart of 
the liest improved coffee district of 
Mexico, where are located many Ameri- 
cans, who have embarked in the profita- 
ble business. The coffee plantations 
are not yet thought to be in uny danger 
of damage, nor will they be unless a 
fall of thick ashes occur, which is not 
considered probable. 

The earth for 100 miles around i* 
shaken periodically with subterranean 
vibrations. A great alarm exists among 
the dwellers in the cities of Cordoba. 
Orizaba, Kalapa and the dozens of small 
villages scattered within the scope of 
the strange and interesting phenome- 
non. The shocks as yet have not been 
of a serious nature and no damage from 
them has been reported. 

The rim of the crator glows like fl'-e 
and the thick gases rolling down t ie 
mountain sides have set aflaa.e the 
praises ;md vegetation clothing I he side 
to the summit, which adds to the den* 
sity of the smoke and grandeur of the 
spectacle. 

ICaatM are being mid in all thf 
churches of the locality to ward off the 
impending d'tuger. 

Coming so,n after the late destructive 
volcanic activities in many parts of the 
republic, the eruption of Orizaba has 
many terrors, not onlv to the people m 

its vicinity, but to u.i living In the great 

volcanic belt of Mexico, stretching from 
the active volcano to Colinui, on the 
west coast, an unusual eruptiou, clear 
to the Gulf of Mexico, on the east. 

Within this belt are numbered doaone 
of old craters, either in repose or smok- 
ing constantly. It is natural to suppose 
that should its eruptions continue th^ 
other volcanoes will be affected uud a 
gOOem] earthquake period set in. The 
consequences of such a catastrophe ar 
hard to foretell, but could hardly be 
anything less than very diaaotroaj to 
Pueblo, Mex.. and the hundreds oi other 
towns in the heart of Mexico. 

SHOULD THI NK OF HIS VICTIM. 

Gentry, the Murderer of Madge lark*, 
Objects to (iolug to 1'rtsou. 

Phu.adkU'HIa. March II.— .lames B. 
Gentry, the murderer of Actress Madge 
Yorke, was removed in an ambulance 
yesterday morning from the German 
hospital Jto Moyamensing prison. When 
the ambulance arrived at the prison 
with Gentry and the physicians, thev 
were escorted to a low, narrow ceil 
with two oots in it. One of the cots 
was empty. The other was occupied by 
a negro convict with epileptic fits. 

The doctors were indignant and de- 
manded permission to take the mnrder- 
er to the hospital, on the ground that 
the police had misrepresented the con- 
dition of affairs. The prison authorities 
refused, asserting that they had signed 
the papers which delivered him to the 
jiolice officials, that he was now beyond 
the jurisdiction of the hospital jieople. 

Gentry, while at the hospital, was 
given every luxury he desired and had 
quite pleasant surroundings. At the 
prison all this is changed. The doctors 
declare Ceutry will never live to stand 
trial if he has to put up with the prison 
fare. 

BIG FI RE IN TO LEDO. 

The High Sehool Building Almost Com- 
pletely Destroyed. 

Toledo, March 11.— The Toledo high 
school buildings, a four-story brick 
structure, occupying the square bounded 
by Madison, Adams, Michigan and 
Tenth streets, and one of the best ap- 
pointed educational institutions in this 
part of the country, was almost com- 
pletely destroyed by flro between 1 and 
2 o'clock this morning. It was a little 
after 1 o'clock when a loud explosion, 
that blew out part of the eust wing of 
the building, startled the few pedes 
triaus who h.ippned to be on the street. 

A momeu.. later Are burst out from 
the heart of the structure and spread so 
rapidly that before an alarm could be 
given the main part of the building was 
doomed. The entire fire department 
was called out and managed to save the 
Scott manual training department, 
which is situated at tho north end of 
the building. The explosion probably 
was caused bv chemicals in the labor a 
tory. The lo»s is estimated at $150,000, 
with what insurance is not known. 

Elk Point, S. D, March 11.— Henry 
D. Doaue, one of the early pioneers of 
South Dakota, was buried here yestcr 
day. In his youth, Doane was a stagt 
driver, having driven a stage out of Co- 
lumbus, O., in 1«»3. He had also drive 
iu Indiana, Illinois, Minuosotu and thii> 
state. During the war he served in the 
FirBt Minnesota infantry. 



CUBA N REBE LLION. 

Insurgents Repulsed and Garcia Agidn Re- 
ported Killed. 

Coi/j.n, March 11.— The rebel faroes, 
under the command of Ruiz Garcia, 
made an attack on Bocas del Toro. 
about 100 miles north of this ciry, on 
Friday last, but were repulsed by the 
government troops. An attempt was 
made to set tire to the town, but this 
was also defeated. Eleven of the rebels, 
including Garcia, were killed. The 
government loss was live killed and SO 
weunded. 

The United States cruiser Atlanta 
was at Bocas del Toro, and landed a 
force of sailors and marines to protect 
American interests. Though the rebel 
attack was unsuccessful, it is believed 
that another attempt will be made to 
capture the town. 

insurgents Defeated. 

Ma hit in, March 11. — Dispatches re- 
ceived here from Cuba state thai after 
their defeat by the government troops 
at Baire and Los Negroes, the rebels oc 
cupied new positions iu which the gov- 
ernment troops again attacked and dis- 
persed them, inflicting heavy loss.

— Prepara- 
tions were made at the observatory and 
other places in Washington to observe 
the total eclipse of the moon last night, 
but owing to the foggiuess of he 
whether and the quantity of clouds in 
the sky, no accurate vews could lie 
made. Even the exact Hum of the be- 
ginning ami ending could not belearue I. 

There were a great many people i 
the streets watching tbejprogreee of th< 
eclipse when the moon was visible be- 
tween the rifts of the cloud.-., [twai 
normal hi every way, offering no fea- 
tures of especial interest. 

The principal object of the obs eiT atioii 
at the observatory was to make COrraol 
calculations as to the diameter of the 
moon by observing the time of occula- 
tiou of fixed stars. There were, how 
ever, only six of such occularions, and 
the cloudiness prevented any advantage 
being taken of these.

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MINE SHAFT BURNED. 

Eight Miners Imprisoned In 
the Mine. 

THEIR FATE AS YET UNKNOWN. 



Hut Slight Hnpes Thnt Any of Them Will 
■s Hescund Alive -Miraculous Kscape of 
a Mau That Had |M Dioppud Two 
Hundred Feet Down the Shaft — Names 
of the Imprisoned Men. 

White Oak, N. M., March 11.— At 3 
o'clock yesterday morning fire broke out 
in the change room of the hoists house 
of the Old Abe mine, and in a few min- 
utes the structure, a large and well 
built one, was a ma s of flames. It was 
completely destroyed, together with the 
wood and smith shops. The mill, 00 
feet away, escaped without damage. 
The woodwork of the shaft was burned 
out and the hoisting machine destroyed. 

The damage runs high up into the 
thousands, but the most distressing 
feature is that some men are imprisoned 
in the dark depths whose fate in un- 
known. There is little ground for hope 
that they have esoaped suffocation. It 
is impossible to enter the mine to search 
for them. Rescuing parties have been 
unable as yet to get down iurther than 
the third" level by the airshaft. The 
smoke and gases from [the charred wood 
of the hoistshaft has penetrated the up- 
per levels aud it is impossible to pass 
them. 

The entombed men are: Charles Sher- 
rick, F. J. Williams, Frank Wilson. 

John Davis, G. Baiter, White. Jer 

ry Couover and W. B. Mitchell. 

Wilson, Davis and Baiter are mar 
ried. White is a new man and was on 
his first shift. Williams and Sherrick 
are old in miniug experiences aud have 
faced like dangers before. They are 
cool headed and if any ph. e of safety 
was to be found they found it. 

The fire broke out while G. E. Wil- 
kinson was going down in the bucket to 
work. He had reached the niuth lev 0 
when the hoist whs abandoned, aud was 
shot down 800 feet to the loth level 
where the bosket struck, tipped aud 
throw him into the drift. He was 
stunned, b * recovered, and climbed 
back to the second level and escaped bv 
the airshaft. Coke Keith. Mike Gal- 
lagher aud Anton Howegate also es- 
caped through the airshaft. This is the 
only serious mining accident since the 
burning of lie South Homstake shaft 
several years ago when two men were 
smothered. 

NATIONAL LABOR LXCHANGE. 

A Scheme Thai Proved * Success in the 
tlrand Dwahj of Luxemburg. 

Wahhinuton, March 11. — United 
States Consul Murphy at Luxemburg, 
iu a report to tho state department, out- 
lines the scheme of a National Labor 
Exchange, which has proven verv bene- 
ficial la that grand duchy in facilitating 
the employment of hibor. It was insti- 
tuted iu 18w2 ami every postofftce co- 
operates in the transmission of offers of 
and applications for employment be 
tween wager ayers and wageearners. 

Offers and a'pplicatlous are addressed 
to the nearest postmaster on special 
postalcards. and the applications are 
registered. The lists are publicly posted 
in all postoftices, in railway stations, 
hotels and pablic houses. The postofflce 
assumes no responsibility in the busi- 
ness beyond the transmission aud post- 
ing of applications and offers. The 
postmaster nforms an applicant by 
postalcard when an offer of employment 
is received. A statement attached 
shows that during two years there were 
received through this system 1,«04 ap- 
plications ft employment, and 1,701 of 
these applicants secured places. During 
the same time 8,614 employers applied 
for help and engaged 4,427. 

Glad He Is in Custody.

American Prospectors Robbed. 

SlKKKA MOJADA, Mex March 11. — 

Frank Ward und H. D. Sample, two 
American prospectors, who left here a 
few weeks ago for the new mining 
camp of Carmen, near the Rio Grande 
border, were attacked by a band of 
Mexican outlaws and robbed of their 
money and horses. The outlaws escaped 
across the river into Texas. They are 
the same baud of renegades who have 
committed no muny murders and rob- 
beries on both sides of the border during 
the past few years.

Squire Bramel Otves His Plan For 
Solving the Turnpike Problem. 

Editor of Evening Bulletin: As there have been 
IffSjsJ articles appeared 111 your excellent p»|>er 
lpnu the subject of free turnpikes, and the travel 
iug public Is interested in the subject at this time 
and the Fiscal Court of which I am a member 
meets tu April, I lake this mode of laying before 
the tax-payers of Mason County my plan of se- 
curing the desired re*ult, to wit: Either free 
t umpikes, or tolls reduced to a sustaining rate 
upon nil turnpike road* iu the county. 

There are four turnpike roads entering the 
city, which we will style the "principal thorough- 
fares of Mason County" up.iu which there are ex- 
tortionate rates of toll charged, contrary to Sec- 
tion I7J-I, Chapter Ul of the Kentucky Statutes, 
and from post experience there Is no chance of 

• ••impelling the said turnpike roads to charge 
only such rates as required in the law above re- 
ferred to. 

What is the remedy" Huy said roads at the 
exorbitant price asked for the-a, and bond the 
county to meet the purchase price? Or as suggest 
el by the Ledger enter into an agreement with 
said turnpike companies to pay thein a yearly 
tribute, by taxation. ei|tial to the amount claimed 
by them to be their annual dividends? 

Either remedy, to ray mind, would be worse 
than the present system of toll. 

I have taken the trouble to investigate this 
1 tbjei t.and aai of the opinion that the cheapest 
and best key to the situation is, to extend the 
n.il Ulj pike tbrough to the road leading from 
Miysllck to Helena Station, wbicli would only 
require four niile» of new road, aud to bridge 
tb- North Fork. Also extend the Taylor Mill 
pike to the Fleming County line, a distance of 
rive anil one-half miles, when no doubt Fleming 

• 'ouitty would complete it into Flemingsburg 
thus giving us another thoroughfare betweeu 
the two county seats. The Kenton Station pike 
can be procured almost for the asking, and by 
building a connecting link of two miles between 
the Lowell aud Kenton Station roads, the west- 
tn portion of the county would have an utmost 
direct route into Maysville. Oue mile of new 
road will connect the Blue Kun pike with other 
roads leading to Minerva, Dover aud South Rip- 
ley. Two miles oi new pike and a bridge across 
Cabin Creek will connect Sprlngdale and the 
eastern portion of the county with Maysville by 
intersecting the Hull Creek pike, and allow that 
portion of the county to reach the city without 
traveling over but little toll road. 

With these extensions and connecting links 
•hero would be fifteen miles of new road to 
build. Estimating a bridge to cost as much as a 
mile of road, then we would have equal to 
atfMtSM miles of new road to build. Allowing 
12,500 per mile In order to make a good road, 
$42,500 would be required to build said roaus. 
Now add »I7 ,'iou for the repalrlug, widening and 
regrading any bills that are too steep ou tweuty 
live miles of IB* roads above mentioned, and we 
have the sum of $ i0,000. 

Let the Fiscal Court levy u tax of 21 cents on 
each tlOO of taxable property (about f'.i.SOO.t'OO) in 
the county, and the su:ii of SJO.OOO will be real- 
ized each year, aud expend it us suggested, and 
in three years the county will have almost free 
pikes and will not owe a dollar ou them. 

The money thus expended will not be dumped 
into the coffers of the turnpiko coinpaules who 
arc now oppressing the traveling public, but ex' 
peuded where It willenhiiuco the value of the 
land through which these roads would pass and 
redoui.d to the benefit of every citizen In the 
county. Further, though the county buy these 
roads as suggested by the Ledger, by an act of 
the legislature of March 10. UM, the Fiscal 
Court can he forced to build these very roads of 
whloh 1 nave been speaking. 

Section Hs7 of Chapter 5:1, Kentucky Statutes 
roads thus : 

That should any Magisterial district or dis- 
tricts desire to unite, iu building u turnpike It 
shall be iivi tdntttry on the part of the Fiscal Court 
to build tUosanic: Provided thecitlzens of the 
said Magisterial district or districts s lial I have 
siibic ll>ed one tenth of the co*l ul - o n i .- us estl 
mated by the engineer: uud provided further 
that nothing in this act shu'l lie construed to 
prevent the Fiscal Court fmtn building a turn- 
pike, exclusive of said subscription, if it dtslns 
to do so Ac. 

I simply throw out these suggestions (though 
not Irrevocably wedded to them) for the purpose 
of drawing out, if possible, an expression of the 
tax payers of the county and city upon this very 
important question, and wish to use my influence 
for tho greatest good to the county, as a whole, 
and desiro counsel before the time arrives for 
action.

so vigorous anathema. I did not criticise him, 
but only his theories, and so I hope he will 
always understand.

I do not own a cent's 
worth of any turnpike stin k, and very little of 
unythlng else, but I have a right to think and 
talk and write. I wrote without the hope of fee 
or reward, but solely with a view to the best In- 
terests, as I thought and still think, of the people 
among whom I was born and raised, who have 
so long known and often honored me, and to 
protect the interests of some whom 1 love and 
who love me. I wrote iu good faith and for 
another reason — / minted tu provoke tllneiwion; I 
wanted to get a fair expression of Intelligent and 
unbiased people ou this subject; the attrition of 
minds and the open expression of fair opinion 
on this subject is bound to give us " light," and 
that is what we so much need Just now. I am 
glad my little card brought out the notice of my 
frleud, if it did " rise his dander Jest a leelle." I 
hope others will follow him: the subject is a 
complex one, Involving far more than strikes 
the mind at first blush; the interests Involved arc 
much deeper than appear upon the surface; It is 
one of the most interesting questions ever before 
the people of our county, aud none of our local 
papers will grudge any correspondent reasonable 
space for everything written upon the subject Is 
greedily and eagerly read. Then let us all put 
our thinking caps on, read, ponder and inwardly 
digest, for the action proposed to be taken 
involves not only the interests of us who are 
alive to-day. but of our children and our chil- 
dren's children. I only regret that my kind 
friend had not waited till he could have read 
other articles that I proposed writing before ho 
recklessly rushed iuto print, and ruthlessly 
accused me of writing about things " I knew 
noth ng about." I beg leave to say to my friend 
that before I wrote my own article I had very 
carefully read his, in your paper of the 11th ult., 
and tried my very level best to understand it; 
aud if I failed In this I can assure him It was "an 
error of the head and not of the heart;" it was 
inly because the obscurity of my brain was so 
lease that the incandescent light of his lucubra- 
tious and illustrations failed to penetrate my 
nental nbfuscationor Illuminate my Intellectual 
ad umbrage. I am sorry to have to add, that 
alter having thoroughly talked with many, very 
many intelligent citizens, I found them in the 
same lamentably obtuse condition, and after I 
got through with them I think it was confusion 
worse confounded. 

I call free turnpikes a" fad," because there has 
never beeu, as yet, demonstrated to my poor 
mind any practical way of securing them, with- 
out putting a very' great and unequal burden 
upon the taxpayers of Mason County, with no 
prospect of any probable adequate return there 
for, aud that this burden will fall heaviest on the 
small taxpayers. This proposition I will demon- 
strate Iu another article in the uear future If 
permitted to do so. 

Commenting on my use of the word " fad," my 
learned friend says: "This 'fad' of free turn- 
plkts Just now seems to be a 'mania' with many 
of our good Kentucky citizens." Granted, most 
enthusiastically, my beloved friend. "Mania" 
Is a diseased condition of the mind as applied to 
the individual; It U a morbid and unhealthy 
condition of public sentiment as applied to 
bodies politic, or to any mass or aggregation of 
individuals iu their political, social, or religious 
capacities.

any one. Those who are familiar with the In 
terest, both personal and pocunlnary, I took so 
many years ago, iwhen my financial ability was 
commensurate with my good will) in the rail 
roads, turnpike-, iulr grounds, water works, 
gas works aud other public interests will cheer 
fully bear me out iu this. 

Meanwhile f trust you will pardon me If I sug- 
gest that your article fails to answer one single 
argument of mine, and strikes any one, at least 
on llrst reading, to be a "pctltlo a princlpii," or 
mere begging of the question. 

The question Is how to get abnAntelii frte turn- 
pikr* irith no toUgatex whatnyr. One of your theo- 
ries while it proposes to reduce the arerage toll, 
would still leave the obnoxious gates and toll 
collectors, also entail an indefinite burden of 
taxation upon generations yet unborn, and also 
leave room, In the future, for the worst system of 
jobbery and nepotism that ever cursed the peo- 
ple of any county. 8ome people may answer me 
in the words of the old time Kentucky legislator. 
" why nhould I do anything for posterity ? Poa- 
terlty nevcrdidanythlngforme." I know many 
think and talk that way, looking only to the pres- 
ent, but I trust, John, you and I are both looking 
to the future and I hope many others are doing 
the same. But believe me. my dear friend, the 
peitjAenf Mmon County uill never rote ft* my lyttrrn of 
frte turnpikes, whieh will Uave a tingle toUgnte on any 
road in the county. 

As to your other proposition of leaving the 
roadB in the hands of the prescut owners, I will 
say something another time. R. L. Baldwin an- 
swers many of your Ideas, but as to that and the 
cost of keeping up rosds, taxation, <Sic. I may 
have more to say. Meanwhile we have got some 
elephants on our hands now, the Hill City pike 
and others if 1 am correctly informed. Had we 
better not experiment with them first and see 
how the thing works? Remember that the law 
provides that any turnpike faillug to keep ltg 
road In repair, may be Indicted, its charter for- 
feited and the road turned over to be kept up by 
the county, and thus the whole people bo taxed 
to keep up some little neighborhood road. In- 
deed I am told that there arc compaules lu the 
county, who offered to surrender their roads to 
the County Court. It failing to accept them, 
the directors would purposely permit the roads 
to get out of repair, theu cause the company to 
be indicted, &c, and thus force the road upon 
the county. This Is wrong and the law is wrong' 
yet it can be easily done. I am now awaiting 
statistics, some of which I hope may reach me to- 
morrow to prepare articles of real value upou 
this subject and to them I willlinvlte the atten- 
tion of the people. Our Circuit Court is Just 
over, and I have been too busy to write or even 
read up on the whole question. It has many 
branches; It is a problem with corollaries. I 
have given your article but a very casual read- 
ing aud promise it fuller Justice in the future 
Meanwhile from its Interest " per tt" aud true 
friendship to its writer and to give him some 
things to think about, I have thought it but 
courtesy to give this partial reply, the very day 
your article was published.

Mistaken For a Thief. 

Lexinqton, Ky., March 9.— James 
Murphy, of Maysville, employed here as 
night watchman in the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad yards, came near kill- 
ing Car Repairer John Lyons this morn- 
ing.

KEIlOE, Master Commissioner, 



INDIANA LEGISLATURE. 

About l,0OO RMUIn.rmln.ed of Which IOO 
Have Become 

Indian apolir, March II. — The Indi- 
ana lefriftlatrire will iidjonrii tonight at 
12 o'clock. The w.*<ir>n cost the Rtate 
|!00,000, bnt the gmMMtl appropriation 
bills shown a reduction of over fCOO.000 
from two yearn n«o. Tliere are now in 
the governor's hands about IK) bills, 
among them being the Nicholson tern 
jjerance bill and the fee and salary bill, 
which provides for reductions in county 
officer* salaries. The. Mooie temper- 
ance bill, a drastic measure, has already 
beeu signed. 

Among the more important bills that 
have become laws are the Roby bill, to 
prevent winter racing, the constitution- 
ality of which is questioned: the con- 
gressional and legislative apportionment 
bills; the bill taking the api>ointing 
power away fr.mi the governor regard- 
ing state prisons, and the bill providing 
for partisan control of state institutions. 

The bill taking the power to appoint 
police commissioners away from the 
governor and vesting it in the mayors 
of cities was vetoed and tailed to pa«s 
over the veto. The bill was drawu in 
the interest of the Republican party 
which controls the raujority of muni- 
cipalities a"d is therefore a victory for 
the governor, who is a Democrat. 

A bill wdh also parsed giving couiu ils 
the power to gerrymander cities every 
two years, which is distinctly a partisan 
measure. 

Provision has been made for a frac- 
tional mill tax for educational institu- 
tions and the general tax levy has been 
reduced. 

The militia bill, which is now a law, 
gives the governor almost absolute 
power in times of public disorder, and 
gives to a militiaman, who shoets down 
a man while on duty, a trial by court 
martial. Altogether about 1,000 bills 
were introduced, of which 100 have be- 
come laws. 

The charge has been freely made that 
throughout the session much money has 
been spent to kill off legislation affect- 
ing corporations. Many leading mem- 
bers of the legislature who were inter- 
viewed express dissatisfaction with the 
work accomplished.

The Location of* Government Building 
DenTer Causes am Arrest. 

Dkn vkr. March 11.— The arrest of O. 
8. Simmonds, alias 0. B. Sawyer, at 
Pneblo, on the charge of iuuHTfoiiating 
an officer of the government, is ; he re- 
sult of a bitter contest over the locution 
of the new federal building in that citv. 
A limn two years ago the government 
decided upon what was known as the 
Baxter site. Advocates of other loca- 
tions have never relaxed their efforts to 
persuade the government to choose an- 
other site instead. 

Now that work will soon be started, 
anything that is to be accomplished 
must be done quickly and a fund, it is 
stated, has been started to push the 
matter »1 the end. If is also said that 
the anti-Baxters have gone so far as to 
enlist the services of ex-Governor 
Foraker and Charles Foster of Ohio, 
two prominent lawyers and politicians, 
in their cause. 

C. B. Simmonds. now under arrest, it 
is said, had letterheads printed similar 
to those used by Collector of Customs 
Hpencer. Ho then, it is claimed, waited 
on contractors and builders in Pueblo, 
representing himself to be a special 
agent of the United State-, treasury de- 
partment. The matter was repoi-ted to 
J. Polk Johnson, special agent of the 
department at St. Louis, who ordered 
an investigation, resulting in the arrest 
of Simmonds. 



< oionel Coll Sustained. 
Coli mbi h. O., March 11.— The find- 
ings of the special court of inquiry in 
the Washington Court House riots, to- 
gether with (jovernor MoKinley's ap- 
proval of them, has been made public. 
The disposition of troops made by Col- 
onel Coit was approved as proper and in 
accordance with military science, but 
severe criticism is passed upon the fact 
that the arms and accoutrements were 
left stacked for several hours, unguard- 
ed and in easy reach of the mob. Gov- 
ernor McKiuley, in approving the find- 
ing of the court, pays the highest com- 
pliment to the military judgment, 
bravery and prudence of Colonel Coit 
and his soldiers shown at the Washing- 
ton Court House riots.
